The body of a man, found late 
Monday 
on 
the 
m ountainside, 
about a q u arter of a m ile from 
the low er end of Palm Canyon 
drive, 
was 
identified 
Tuesday 
after a long study as that of H er­ 
bert E. Stanton, an ex-soldier, a d ­ 
dress 
unknow n. 
Identification 
was m ade by m eans of an arm y 
dog-tag. 
He had been dead about tw o 
months, it w as estim ated, and his 
death was apparently a suicide. 
BUILDS SMALL CROSS 
From evidence found on the 
scene, it is believed the m an sat 
and smoked a pipe for some tim e 
contem plating his planned act, 
said his prayers before a crudely 
fashioned sm all cross, and then 
shot himself. 
John R auber, a New Y orker 
vacationing in Palm Springs, dis­ 
covered the body late Monday 
afternoon. A 
guest at a local 
home, he had been hiking in the 
hills back of Palm Canyon drive 
when he becam e aw are of a 
strong odor. Investigating, he saw 
the body lying on the rocky slope. 
He quickly m ade his w ay to tow n 
and from a local real estate office, 
called police. 
Sgt. Orest Johnson, Sgt. S tan ­ 
ley E hlert and Patrolm an Jack 
Brooks contacted Rauber, who led 
them 
to th e 
body, 
about 
15 
m inutes 
clim b 
up 
the 
slope. 
Because of th e lateness of the 
day and condition of the body, no 
attem pt was m ade to move it at 
the tim e. 
Coroner Ben W hite was noti­ 
fied and T uesday m orning D ep­ 
uty Coroner A. M. DePugh, Capt. 
Claude M cCracken of the sheriff’s 
office at Banning, Deputies Rob­ 
ert Strang and J. P. W illiams, H. 
A. Moore of W eifels and Son m or­ 
tuary, Banning, and Sgt. E hlert 
made their w ay to the scene. 


TAKEN TO MORTUARY 
They 
found 
Stanton 
lying 
among the rocks. About tw o feet 
from him was a pipe and tobacco 
pouch and tw o feet above that, 
on a ledge, w as a cross, fashioned 
from twigs, and bound w ith a 
white handkerchief. It was set 
up in a sm all pile of rocks. B e­ 
side th e body w as a .22 calibre 
M auser pistol. An unused shell 
was found at the base of the cross. 
The body w as moved down the 
m ountainside and taken to W ei­ 
fels at B anning w here D eputy 
DePugh started an exam ination 
to determ ine th e identity. 


FINDS DOG TAG 
For some tim e he was unsuc­ 
cessful as the clothing, w estern 
attire, yielded no papers or clues 
and the body w as in a bad state 
of 
decom position, 
offering 
no 
clues. 
Then the dog tag was found 
giving the nam e of H erbert E. 
Stanton, ASN 37227164. N ext of 
kin, to be notified, was listed as 
L. A. W ard, 927 H am ilton avenue, 
Peoria, 111. 
Two bullet holes w ere found, 
one in the left tem ple and the 
other, on the left side near the 
heart.

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When a Man Wants a Job 


Despite the presidential ve to of efforts b y C o n ­ 
gress to return the United State s Em ploym ent O ffices 
to State control, this logical function to local author­ 
ity seems in the cards for future delivery. 
There is an 
overwhelming weight o f opinion in favor of the trans­ 
fer— including recomm endation of 47 o f the States 


48 governors. 
The ideal procedure for a man who wants a job 
is to apply personally to the m an or firm he wants to 
work for. 
It is ideal for the em ployer as well. 
Since 
the spread o f job opportunities in populous com m u­ 
nities makes that procedure 
im practicable 
in many 
cases, the next best thing is for workers and employers 
to have the service of local em ploym ent agencies. 
It seems superfluous to point out that industry 
and labor in any community can be served m ore ably 
and directly b y locally operated and locally staffed 
agencies than by a sort of national chain of em ploy­ 
ment offices headed up in a central bureau at W a sh ­ 
ington, D. C . 
Types 
of em ploym ent, w age scales, 
working conditions, the nature o f agricultural an d other 
seasonal employment, the general ebb and flow in re­ 
gional labor markets— all these factors vary enorm ous­ 
ly in this broad land o f Am erica. 
H om e authority and 
home adm inistration in em ploym ent liaison are seri­ 
ously needed in all com m unities— whether in C alifo r­ 


nia, M ain e or M ichigan. 
The advantages o f local over federal control of 
em ploym ent service has been so soundly established in 
fact, that State authority was voluntarily relinquished 
to W a sh in gto n only for the war period, when man­ 
power recruitment for war production was tem porar­ 
ily a national problem. 
The sooner this rightful State 
function is returned to the people, the better it will be 
for the man who wants a job and for the com munity 


he lives in. 


Our Phony War 


W h e n the U. S. Senate joined the lower house in 
refusing the Adm inistration s request to extend the 
Second W a r Powers A c t a year beyond the expira­ 
tion date of June 30, W ash in gto n was served notice 
of a truth which the Am erican people have known for 


wearisom e months: 
The war is over in Am erica! 
In its proposal, the governm ent asked C o n g re ss to 
endorse the legal fiction that the war is still on 
for 
another 18 months!— in the sense that the executive 
branch continue in the abnormal assumption o f the 
functions of representative governm ent yielded to it 
solely for purposes of meeting the war crisis. 
Such 
em ergency interference with national life has no place 
in a dem ocracy in peace-time. 
Post-war econom ic confusion already has given 
sad evidence th at continuance o f bureaucratic ruler- 
ship— in priorities, in rationing, in pricing, in numer­ 
ous other interferences with the business and personal 
affairs o f all citizens— could only prolong an "em er­ 
g e n c y " that has becom e artificial and dangerous. De­ 
lay in return o f self-government has increased the ac­ 
cum ulation of difficulties which the Am erican people 
as a whole, in the Am erican tradition of freedom o f in­ 
dividual initiative under Constitutional law, must meet 


and solve. 
Europe's "p h on y w ar'1 of 1939 and early 
1940 
burst finally into the m ost violent conflict in history. 
To prolong the phony war em ergency in Am erica 
would make m ost difficult and costly the final, inev­ 
itable and necessary transition to normal living under 
normally constituted governm ent. 


The Punch That Counts 


The recent non-stop flight o f an arm y bom ber 
from G u am to W ashington, D. C ., caused the H o n o r­ 
able Kenneth C . Royall, under-secretary o f war, to re­ 
mark: " A s our thoughts range across the troubled vis­ 
ta of our post-w ar world, our m inds dwell uneasily on 
the speed with which a new outbreak of international 
discord could vault the barriers o f land and ocean and 
reach our farm s and cities. 
From these thoughts, we 
as Am ericans, draw two lessons: 
"First and forem ost, we m ust do everything hu­ 
m anly possible to bring about world peace and pre­

chance of staying on the throne as a mortal than as a 
"d iv in e " person. 
In other words, Hirohito knew that 
General M acA rth u r was determ ined to smash the 
myth o f the em peror’s heavenly heritage. 
So he 'fessed up to the people that he has been 
kidding them, lo, these m any years, and that the M ik a­ 
do is only a human being after all. 
It m ay be a long 
time, however, before the peasants will believe it, even 
though Hirohito himself has said so. 
The emperor also told the people that Japan is 
not destined to rule the w orld— as must be a bit o b ­ 


vious now. 
The only fault we can find with these frank a d ­ 
missions is in regard to tim ing. 
They should have been 
m ade five years ago, or better still, I 5 years a g o be­ 
fore the N ips set out to conquer the world.

January Traffic 
Deaths Set Record 
For County Roads 


With traffic accidents claiming 
two m ore lives W ednesday, the 
toll on R iverside county highw ays 
for the first m onth of the new 
year stood at 12 w hich is a new 
but unenviable record, according 
to report from the county seat to ­ 
day. 
Even in 1938, w hich so far holds 
the all-tim e record of 93 for the 
year, there was one less death at 
the end of the first m onth. Last 
year, w hich came w ithin three of 
the 12-months record, showed but 
seven deaths up to 
this 
time, 
while in 1939 there had only been 
four. 
Ten deaths resulted from traf­ 
fic crashes in the county in Jan u ­ 
ary both in 1941 and 1943.

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Wanted: Millions of Houses 
America— like the song about June— is simply 
"bustin' out all over." 
W ith hundreds of thousands of war veterans re­ 
turning to the States, and with the birth rate rising, a 
large part of the nation's 140 million population has 
no place to go— not even a home to go to. 
Following its usual custom official Washington is 
trying to solve the problem largely through legisla­ 
tion. The only real solution to the problem, of course, 
is to give the American construction industry elbow 
room so that it can swing into action. If government 
tries to take over construction we are going to have 
still more rules, regulations, directives and— delays. 
But very few houses. 
During the war American industry showed what 
it could do in an emergency. The present housing 
shortage is an emergency— no less. The real need 
then is fo r government to give its full cooperation to 
all phases of the building industry so that tangible re­ 
sults may be obtained. 
Runaway prices for building materials and equip­ 
ment must be prevented but it may be necessary to 
allow some price adjustments to offset rising labor 
costs. Only by getting home construction going on 
a large scale can the demand and supply for housing 
eventually be brought into balance. 
Even with full government cooperation, however, 
and with the construction industry working at top speed 
it's going to take several years before the millions of 
needed homes can be built. 
So, it's high time we got started! 


When a Strike Becomes a Rebellion 


The British government intends to assume owner­ 
ship and management of all British coal mines during 
the next six months. One American newspaper de­ 
scribes the action as "Britain's most significant ad­ 
vance on the road to socialism during the first year of 
the Labor regime." 
In the comment that will arise over the elimina­ 
tion of coal as a private enterprise in England, the 
usual remarks will be heard that the men in the mines 
will never know the difference. True, the British coal 
miner will continue to get his pay, and for a time he 
may not be conscious of the change in his status. But 
eventually it will be borne home to him that he is an 
employe o f government, in a land which is setting gov­ 
ernment up as a master instead of a servant. 
The latter significant point should not be over­ 
looked by those persons who continually point to gov­ 
ernment employes in this country as proof that mere­ 
ly working for government does not mean slavery. 
Our government is still the servant. As an employer, 
it is still a comparatively minor influence. However, 
add to its payroll every American coal miner, and the 
picture would become grimly different. Our govern­ 
ment, too, would be well on the way to becoming a 
master. 
W hat would happen under the new "labor" gov­ 
ernment in England if a John Lewis decided to break 
the coal mine operators unless his demands were met? 
W hat would happen if union organizers decided to 
take over management's job by enrolling foremen 
into the union, not hesitating to resort to strike vio­ 
lence to gain their objective. In England this would 
now be none other than rebellion. The violence would 
be against government rather than a recalcitrant pri­ 
vate employer. It would be put down ruthlessly. 
Fortunately in our country the coal industry re­ 
mains in private hands. The miners can strike. They 
can exploit their grievances without being cast in the 
role of fighting against government. They can do this 
only so long as the independence of private industry 
is retained. 


’hings One Remembers

One reads in the newspapers o f "picket lines" 
preventing the owners or managers o f factory prop­ 
erties from having access to their own premises. One 
wonders why we refer to the United States as a free 
nation. Such circumstances indicate complete capitu­ 
lation of the police powers o f cities and states to the 
organized forces of revolution. 
Suppose, for example, in a strike-bound plant, 
management would hire pickets to prevent employes 
from entering their own homes so long as they were 
on strike. Can you imagine such a condition being al­ 
lowed to exist? And yet, legally and morally, where 
is it any different than labor union paid pickets pre­ 
venting the owners and managers o f factories from 
entering their own properties? 
There are clearly two kinds of law enforcement ir\ 
the United States today, and it is frightening to see 
how the rights of minorities are ignored.___________

Reduces Limit on 


Trout for Season 


Of interest to mem bers of the 
Palm 
Springs 
Fish and Gam e 
C onservation 
association 
w a s 
w ord from Los A ngeles this w eek 
th a t C alifornia’s trout limit for 
the 1946 season was reduced to 
15 fish or 10 pounds and one fish 
by the state fish and game com ­ 
mission. 
The proposal 
to 
reduce the 
tro u t catch to 15 fish had been 
favored by Southern California 
sportsm en but opposed by n o rth ­ 
ern fisherm en. 
The new regulations are effec­ 
tive February 15. 
The commission also heard rec­ 
om m endations th a t the trout sea­ 
son 
start 
a 
m onth 
earlier 
in 
Southern C alifornia than in the 
rest of the state. 
T he 
comm ission 
completed 
hearing on 18 proposed changes 
and w ent into closed session to 
arriv e at its determ inations. 
The trout bag lim it, favored by 
Southern 
C alifornia 
sportsm en 
and 
opposed 
by 
northerners, 
leaves the pound lim it on tro u t 
in effect at 10 pounds and one 
fish. 
The commission failed to take 
any action on lim iting shipping of 
tro u t to two lim its per season per 
license, because commission A t­ 
torney Ralph Scott expressed the 
opinion th at regulatory pow ers 
did not apply to such a proposal. 
Southern Council of Conserva­ 
tion clubs spokesm an Ed C arty 
hailed 
the anti-chum m ing and 
trout bag lim it changes as “great 
strides forw ard for conservation 
and better sport fishing in C ali­ 
fornia.” 
The 11 other proposals spon­ 
sored by sportsm en’s clubs w ill 
be taken under advisem ent and 
announcem ents m ade in F eb ru ­ 
ary or March, th e commission 
said. One of these, like the ship- 
ping-lim it change, may not fall 
u n d er the com m ission's jurisdic­ 
tion, according to A ttorney Scott.

THE STO RY O F SA N JA C IN T O 
(P a rt One) 
The very presence of the Colo 
rado Desert has been made pos­ 
sible 
by 
two 
high 
mountain 
ranges, the San Jacinto’s and the 
Santa Rosa's, which ju t so high 
into the air that the rain-laden 
clouds sweeping in off the P a­ 
cific are forced to rise over two 
miles to try to get over them. In 
rising to this altitude, the clouds 
are chilled and unable to retain 
their load 
of 
moisture; conse­ 
quently it falls as rain or snow 
on the windward side, and by the 
time the clouds do get over the 
crest, there is little if any moist­ 
ure left in them. This explains 
why our deserts do not receive 
more rainfall. 
The most important, and cer­ 
tainly the 
most 
impressive of 
these mountain 
barriers 
is the 
mighty San Jacinto just back of 
Palm 
Springs, 
culminating 
in 
lofty San Jacinto Peak with a 
height of 10,805 feet above sea- 
level. This means that from the 
desert floor, 
at 
Palm Springs 
with an average altitude of 400 
feet, this huge peak rises over 
two miles within a horizontal 
distance of only four! The north 
face of the Peak is even more 
spectacular. Here, at Snow Creek, 
icy stream waters plunge nearly 
two miles in an equal lateral dis­ 
tance, an average slope of 45 de­ 
grees! This north side of San J a ­ 
cinto is considered by many ge­ 
ologists to be the sheerest moun­ 
tain face in America! 
H ISTO R Y CO M PLICA TED 
The geological history of this 
massive peak 
is 
a complicated 
one, and one beset with much 
activity on a grandeur hard to 
imagine. The earliest event in its 
long and varied story occurred 
about a billion years ago, during 
an age the paleontologists called 
the 
Paleozoic. 
The dating 
of 
these deposits is difficult, since 
they contain 
no 
fossilized re­ 
mains. At that remote time, this 
entire portion of what is now 
California was 
probably 
a de­ 
pressed area, a low, very wide 
and shallow valley. In this basin 
accumulated, over a tremendous­ 
ly long time, layer after layer of 
sedimentary 
rocks: 
sandstones, 
shales, and limestones, until a 
total thickness of nearly 10,000 
feet of detritus had been laid 
down. During some of this time, 
the region 
was submerged be­ 
neath the ocean and the lime­ 
stones were deposited by micro­ 
scopic m arine organisms; during 
others, it was- above w ater and 
subjected to aridity and erosion, 
forming the 
thick 
deposits of 
sandstone and shales. At any rate, 
the original valley became filled 
and levelled. This was the first 
step in San Jacinto's formation. 


M OLTEN IN TRU SIO N 
Then, many millions of years 
ago, the first igneous intrusion 
took place. From the deep re­ 
cesses of the earth where it was 
kept hot and pliable by pres­ 
sure, masses of molten rock were 
squeezed upward beneath this 
levelled valley, 
and 
forced up 
into the sedimentary beds depos- 
itod there. This rock is consid­ 
ered “igneous” in nature by ge­ 
ologists because it was of vol­ 
canic origin. However, it never 
reached the surface as lava, but 
solidified 
beneath 
the 
crust, 
forming a mass of granite. 
When this excessively hot mol- 
ton igneous rock pushed up, the 
great heat and pressure th at ac­ 
companied the intrusion had a 
profound effect upon much of the 
original 
sedimentary 
layers 
above. Not only were they shov­ 
ed upward 
and 
jumbled, but 
they were also changed, or meta- 
amorphoscd into different types 
of rock. 
In 
other 
words, the 
limestones and shales and sand­ 
stones 
were 
transformed 
into 
what are known as “metamor- 
phic" rocks: "schists” and “gneis­ 
ses." 
A schist is usually bedded or 
layered in nature, and will split 
up readily into thin sheets. 
It 
usually contains large amounts of 
hard quartz and thus is rather 
weather-resistant. 
A gneiss is 
also more or less layered, but is 
a much 
coarser 
rock 
than a 
schist and usually had a banded 
appearance. It is much more re­ 
sistant to erosion. The individu­ 
al composition of the many kinds 
of schists and gneisses varies in 
each local area, and is much too 
complicated to discuss here. Suf­ 
fice it to know that these meta- 
morphic rocks, these schists and 
gneisses, were present to a depth 
of several thousand feet 
and 
were caused by heat and pres­ 
sure on the original sedimentary 
layers. 
SECOND U PTH R U ST 
The age of this first granitic 
upthrust is 
not 
known. Many 
millions of years, however, pass­ 
ed before the second and most 
important 
intrusion 
occurred. 
During this 
interval, 
more de­ 
posits were laid down on top of 
the region, and others were re­ 
moved by the action of wind and 
rain. 
Then, during an age called the 
Jurassic, which is roughly dated 
about 200 million years ago, came 
the second upheaval. 
This was 
during the time when most of the 
United States was tropical in cli­ 
mate, with 
lush 
swamps 
and 
dense forests 
on 
the uplands, 
with tall cycad palms and mon­ 
key-puzzle .trees, with small di­ 
nosaurs prowling 
the marshes 
and toothed birds gliding among 
the trees. 
During this age of 
teeming life, there was a stu­ 
pendous upthrust of more molten 
rock. This second "magma" or 


older rocks, and as before, push­ 
ed the deposits into the air and 
with the heat and pressure, caus­ 
ed further metamorphism. These 
metamorphics are naturally much 
more recent in origin than the 
others, and of an entirely differ­ 
ent 
composition. 
This 
second 
magma cooled and became the 
core of present-day San Jacinto; 
it is often referred to as the San 
Jacinto “batholith.” 


E X T EN SIV E ER O SIO N 
After this 
batholith 
or core 
had formed, the top layers of 
rock which covered it began to 
be slowly worn aw ay by the 
wind and rain, constantly expos­ 
ing new 
strata 
to weathering. 
This erosion continued for thou­ 
sands of years until finally most 
of the capping m aterial had been 
removed and the granite of the 
batholith itself had 
been ex­ 
posed. 
While 
all 
this 
everlasting 
washing away and disintegration 
of top rock was going on, the 
crust of the earth far beneath 
was also making certain neces­ 
sary adjustments, to compensate 
for the various new distributions 
of weight above. 
Such crustal 
adaptations, as was discussed in 
detail last week, are made pos­ 
sible only by fracturing of the 
rock, creating faults and earth­ 
quakes. 
Along 
these 
cracks, 
movement occurs which gets the 
crust back into a state of equi­ 
librium until a later time when 
the balance is again upset. 
Probably early in the Terti­ 
ary, about 100 million years ago, 
the crust began to w arp and to 
crack under great stress. One of 
these faults was the famous San 
Andreas 
Fault 
which 
cuts 
through Cajon Pass 
and down 
across 
San 
Gorgonio 
Pass 
through Beaumont and Banning 
toward the Saltón Sea. In Cajon 
Pass, an important side branch 
occurred, the San Jacinto Fault, 
which runs through the present 
towns of Hemet and San Jacinto. 
A third fault is to be found di­ 
rectly through Palm Canyon and 
the city of Palm Springs; it is 
named the Palm Canyon Fault. 
Thus it will be noted that the 
San 
Jacinto 
Mountain 
mass 
roughly forms a huge triangle, 
bordered on all three sides by 
fault lines: to the north by the 
San Andreas; to the east by the 
Palm Canyon; and to the south­ 
west by the San Jacinto.

The Kangaroo Rat— Like Most Other 


By LLOYD MASON SMITH 
Director, Palm Springs Desert Museum 


The casual visitor to the desert 
is impressed with the paucity of 
animal life he sees on horseback 
rides or hikes up the nearby can­ 
yons. 
He fails to realize that 
nearly all desert animals are to 
be seen only after dark. All the 
kinds of tiny mice that inhabit 
the sandy stretches of the desert 
floor are active after the sun has 


ing to pure white underneath. Its 
tail is not naked but furred the 
entire length with long brown 
hairs. 
It is called a '‘kangaroo’’ rat, 
not because it is in any way re­ 
lated to the kangaroo of Austra­ 
lia, but simply because it hops 
about on its hind feet like that 
animal. It has no pouches for its 
young. However, 
it 
does have 


gone down; during the heat of 
the day, they remain in hiding 
in their 
burrows 
beneath the 
ground, safe fxom enemies and 
safe from excessive w ater evap- 
oi'ation from the sun’s rays. 
One of the commonest and cer­ 
tainly the most interesting of our 
little desert 
mice 
is 
the one 
shown in the sketch, the Kanga­ 
roo Rat. The name “rat” is ill- 
chosen for this beautiful little 
creature, since it has none of the 
loathsome characteristics one or­ 
dinarily associates with a house 
rat. Its soft clean fur is a pale 
cinnamon brown on top, merg- 


cheek pouches like the gopher 
and chipmunk, and in these it 
gathers up wild seeds wherever 
it can find them until he has a 
load secured; then it seeks out 
a hidden nook, digs a shallow 
pit, dumps all the seeds into the 
hole, and carefully buries its food 
cache until a later date. If food 
is plentiful, 
one 
kangaroo rat 
may make several such caches 
in a single night! 
To the scientists he is called 
“dipodomys,” which when trans­ 
lated means “two-footed mouse.” 
We'll still call him Kangaroo Rat, 
however. 


Finds Many Changes Here 


James R. Dugan Returns From the Wars 
To Resume Old Post on Police Department 


Ex-Captain James R. Dugan 
came back to Palm Springs the 
other day, the town from which 
he marched off to war way back 
on March 23, 1941—before Pearl 
Harbor. 
Wednesday morning he report­ 
ed back to work on his old job 
as an officer with the local police 
departm ent—a job which he held 
for two seasons before he and six 
other Village men were drafted 
into the army; the first group to 
leave the city. 
And he was a stranger in his 
own home town. 
When he returned to Palm 
Springs and visited the police 
departm ent more than a week 
ago, he looked about for a fa­ 
miliar face—and there was none. 
Later he was to meet Bill Lux, 
ex-army sergeant, who only a 
week before had returned to his 
old job as a patrol officer. 
He went into the city hall, and 
there, too, he recognized no one 
he had known when he patrolled 
the streets of Palm Springs as a 
policeman. 


UP FROM RANKS 
Capt. Dugan entered the army 
as an enlisted man, who served 
in the infantry, tank corps and 
finally 
the 
paratroopers 
to 
emerge as a captain with awards 
of three Purple Hearts, two sil­ 
ver stars and a bronze star given 
for bravery, and campaign rib­ 
bons which are 
studded 
with 
combat stars. 
Early in 1942 Dugan found him­ 
self in Australia, a member of 
the 27th Infantry. Wounded in 
action, he was sent back to this 
country. 
Recovered 
from 
his 
wounds, he was selected for of­ 
ficer’s training in the tank corps 
and emerged as a second lieu­ 
tenant. He served with General 
George Patton and took part in 
the African campaign as a tank 
commander. 


HE'LL BE ON 
When Rommel was routed and 
Africa won from the Axis, he 


said he had had enough of tanks 
and 
ti-ansferred to 
the para­ 
troopers. He went to England for 
that type of training and took 
part in the invasion of Sicily, 
Italy, Southern France, and the 
Normandy coast as a member of 
the famous 82nd Air Borne di­ 
vision. He didn’t say how many 
“jumps” he made over enemy 
territory but by the time he 
marched into Berlin, he had been 
awarded two more Purple Hearts 
indicating 
that he 
fxad been 
twice wounded again. It was in 
Europe he accumulated most of 
his decorations for bravery, too.

Talk on Cahuilla 
Indians Presenled 
By Director Smith 


Emphasizing that the local Ca­ 
huilla Indians, while having a 
simple culture and way of living 
in comparison with other more 
glamorous American tribes, were 
by no means to be looked down 
upon, but rather admired, Lloyd 
Mason Smith, 
director 
of the 
Desert Museum, last Saturday in 
the Fiesta House of the Desert 
Inn presented an illustrated talk 
on the local Indians. Among ac­ 
tual handiwork of the Cahuilla’s 
displayed were two of their cu­ 
rious 
potato-masher-type 
war- 
clubs and an arrow-straightener, 
as well as a basket-hopper glued 
to the top of a stone m ortar by 
means 
of 
asphaltum. 
Koda- 
chrome slides showing the vari­ 
ous habitats formerly occupied 
by the Cahuilla’s and examples 
of their superb basketry were 
viewed to illustrate the talk, and 
a short movie depicting an In­ 
dian 
woman 
making 
acorn 
flower from start to finish, was 
also shown. 
In making edible acorn flour, 
Mr. Smith said, the acorns are 
first cracked open one by one to 
remove the outer shell. Then the 
kernels inside are placed in a 
stone m ortar 
and 
pounded up 
into fine meal by using a stone 
pestle. This crushing step is the 
most strenuous of all. Next the 
meal is mixed with cold water 
until a paste has been formed, 
after which it is spread into a 
hollow crater made in white 
sand. Then hot water is made by 
heating rocks and dropping them 
into jars of water. When the 
water has 
been 
heated suffi­ 
ciently, it is poured over this 
paste-like 
meal. 
The 
water 
trickles through the meal, picks 
up the poisonous tannic acid in 
solution, 
and 
carries 
it 
out 
through the sand beneath, leav­ 
ing edible meal on the top of the 
sand. 
This 
is 
then 
carefully 
scraped off and made into little 
cakes, which are baked on top of 
hot flat rocks and eaten with 
great relish.

Most of the news looks “rosy” 
this week. Many of the strikes 
have been settled. Strikers re­ 
ceived substantial increases in 
wages. Prices of the things they 
make will go up. Three and a 
half million shares were sold on 
the stock m arket Monday, the 
heaviest dealings in six years. 
Some of the people will have 
more money. Hooray! Let's all 
join in the chorus, “I m Looking 
at 
the 
World 
Through 
Rose- 
colored Glasses — Everything Is 
Rosy Now." 
Hut — inflation 
is definitely 
here. Those of us who didn't get 
a raise will pay the piper. The 
money supply has increased from 
$43 billions in 194U to $106 bil­ 
lions today, and there is less mer­ 
chandise to buy. In other words, 
people have 2 1/3 times more 
money, now in the form of cur­ 
rency anil demand bank deposits 
than they had in 1940., and there 
is less to buy, so they are bidding 
up the prices in order to get w hat­ 
ever they can, even if they have 
to buy in the black market. That’s 
why they are buying securities 
and real estate. They want to get 
rid of their money before it de­ 
preciates in value still more, and 
they are converting it to com­ 
modities, real estate and secur­ 
ities that will increase in price 
as the money becomes less valu­ 
able. 
Incidentally, 
the 
m o r e 
we 
spend the greater will be Uncle 
Sam’s tax revenue, and we will 
begin to retire the $393 billion 
public and private debt. Present 
bond holders and mortgage hold­ 
ers will then have still more to 
spend. It's a vicious circle. 
Since 1940 the cost of living 
has increased 29%, average hour­ 
ly wage rates have increased 68%, 
building costs 
40%, city real 
estate 42%, farm lands 58%, se­ 
curity prices 52%. 
At the same tim e total farm in­ 
come has increased nearly 300%, 
corporation profits nearly 200%, 
retail trade nearly 100%, wage 
and salary payments about 105%, 
and the national income 100%, 
which docs not represent greater 
net profits for individuals.

cartons would sell for 50 cents at 
the plant, and orange juice could 
be retailed at 5 cents a glass (80 
cents a gallon). It would cost less 
in the home. 
The best part of his program is 
this: He declares that tests made 
bv experts prove that orange 
juice quickly frozen by liis pro­ 
cess loses none of the vitamins, 
minerals, flavor and aroma found 
in the fresh ripe fruit when 
picked from the tree. The people 
far distant can have orange juice 
as fresh as the juice enjoyed by 
California orange growers. Now 
the

may

months old before it reaches the 
breakfast table in the North or 
East and consequently has lost 
much of its flavor, he says. The 
same process could apply to Cali­ 
fornia lemons, grapefruit, grapes, 
and other fruits.

Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PH ILLIPS 


} f 


In the early days of this Gov­ 
ernm ent, the President used to 
m ake a speech regularly to the 
Congress, w hen it assembled. In 
1801 P resident Jefferson discon­ 
tinued this custom, and sent his 
annual message “in w riting.” In 
1913 P resident Wilson re-estab­ 
lished the practice of delivering 
the m essage in person. 
M onday the Congress listened 
to the annual message 
on 
the 
“State of th e Union.” W ith it the 
P resident combined his yearly 
budget message. He did not bring 
it up and read it himself. There 
was a good reason. 
The m essage w as 75 pages long, 
and 
had 
27,000 
words. 
Three 
clerks read it in the House, a l­ 
ternating, and it took them al­ 
most three hours. The call bells 
brought m ost of the mem bers to 
the floor at the start of the read ­ 
ing: but listeners m elted aw ay, 
and it took the call bells to get a 
quorum back. They m elted aw ay 
again, this time more quickly. 
Most m em bers felt it was long, 
and th at it would be easier to 
read the message, and understand 
the figures and the recom m enda­ 
tions, than to try and grasp the 
details by listening to the clerks. 
I 
w as 
invited 
to 
be on 
a 
weekly program called “Congress 
Speaks,” and to comment on the 
message. I w ill repeat here, some 
of the things I said. 
A dm itting all the good things 
in the message, and there were 
many, it w as a political document 
fam iliar to professional politicians 
since the beginning of the world; 
since A dam first ran for a city 
council. 
The 
President 
was 
against raising taxes, but he was 
for practically all appropriations. 
The m essage had som ething in 
it for everyone. If you didn’t like 
the idea of socialized medicine; 
then perhaps you w ant Federal 
aid to th e schools, 
or school 
lunches. If you didn’t w ant them , 
well, there w ere veterans’ bene­ 
fits, or an extended agricultural 
program, or som ething else. The 
President's only reference to leg­ 
islation 
w hich would deal d i­ 
rectly w ith 
the 
present strike 
situation w as a recom m endation 
which is not acceptable either to 
labor or to industry. 
The m essage suggested that the 
budget w ould be balanced; yet if 
adopt even a part of the “pro­ 


gram ” 
w hich accom panied the 
message, 
the 
taxpayers would 
have a staggering b urden of ad­ 
ditional costs. The budget will 
not be balanced if th e Federal 
governm ent keeps on picking up 
the check for everything. 
The President om itted many 
items. O nr income is to be about 
31 billions and our expenditures 
about 35 billions, so he said. He 
counted th e money we hope to get 
from selling our surplus supplies 
as if it w ere income. Expenses 
w ere understated. The President 
spoke of 600 m illions for UNRRA, 
for exam ple, but the request he 
sent to the Hill called for twice 
that am ount! The loans to foreign 
countries w ere not included, and 
if you think those w ill be paid 
back in full, you’re m ore optimis­ 
tic than 1 am. 
The folks at homo are entitled 
to know m ore than w as in the 
message; even if it w ent to 27,000 
words. I think they a re entitled 
to know w hat is to becom e of our 
surplusses abroad; and what be­ 
comes of the foods and supplies 
we give UNRRA, w hich we don't 
know now. And w hy O PA is per­ 
m itted to retard production; and 
continually to deceive th e people. 
And just * w hat 
prom ises have 
been m ade to other nations about 
loans. The inform ation given, us 
in the past (about th e sterling 
bloc for exam ple) tu rn ed out to 
be false. And why w e m ust have 
2,000,000 m en under arm s, a year 
from now. A nd if w e are sup­ 
posed to have another program 
of controlled agriculture. Lots of 
people, like myself, w an t to know 
why the A dm inistration, with all 
the pow er already given it by the 
Congress, can’t stop th e strikes 
which are breeding discord, un­ 
rest and inflation. 
The P resident’s message, and 
his 
recom m endations, 
have 
in 
them m ore inflationary factors 
than can be stopped by the anti- 
inflationary suggestions put in to 
coax a few votes. I rise to remark, 
if Congress needed any reminder 
th at 1946 is an election year, it 
has had two, one in this message, 
and one in th e “Rescission Bill,” 
which recovered 51 billions pre­ 
viously 
appropriated 
to 
war 
agencies, but w hich th e President 
vetoed because it w ould also have 
returned th e U.S.E.S. to the sup­ 
ervision of the States.

Bill To Provide $100.000 Game 
Farm at Beaumont Introduced by 
Senator Swing; 20 Acres Donated 


A bill introduced last week inio the stale legislature by Sen­ 
ator R alph E. Sw ing of San Bernardino, provides funds for a S100.- 
000.00 quail and C hukar partridge farm in Beaumont on 20 acres of 
ground to be donated for a period of 99 years by the Beaum ont 
W ater company. 
This farm, if authorized, will be the only one of 
its kind in the slate, and will be only 29 miles from Palm Springs. 


Provided also in the bill are 
funds for a new hatchery and 
game farm in Owens Valley, a 
hatchery in Bakersfield, one at 
Victorville, and one at W hittier, 
to cost $250,000 each; a game 
farm in San Diego county, and 
one in Im perial county. The new 
hatcheries would 
produce over 
2.000.000 catchable-size trout a 
year. Present hatcheries through­ 
out the state would be enlarged 
lo capacity, other game farm s in 
th e state enlarged as needed. A 
total of about $800.000 would be 
set aside for gam e conservation 
in the state. 
One hundred 
fifty 
thousand 
dollars would be set aside for de­ 
velopm ent of existing w ater holes 
on the desert and the construction 
of artificial w ater holes. A survey 
is being made of the desert areas 
Rest suited to quail and partridge. 
Ten cabins would be constructed 
in the 
southern 
counties for 
predatory anim al hunters. 
56.000.000 TOTAL 
Senator Ralph E. Swing ex­ 
pressed the belief that the $6,000,­ 
000 fish and gam e bill will care 
for the state's capital expendi­ 
tures in this field "for some time 
to come,” it was reported by the 
Associated Press. 
The program for fish hatcher­ 
ies, gam e farms, public hunting 
grounds and the like, Sw ing add­ 
ed, represented the wishes of the 
state fish and game commission 
and of sportsm en. 
"It sets up a com prehensive 
program extending to all parts of 
th e state,” he said. 
The bill, carries a $2,247,500 
sum for fish production projects, 
m ajor item s of which include:

‘‘It will be a breathing spell 
for us at least,” declared William 
Alworth, city manager. ‘‘I hope 
that if the army continues to op­ 
erate the field as a permanent in­ 
stallation, private and major air 
lines will not be barred from us­ 
ing the field.” 
Alworth w-ent on to declare 
that there is a real need in this 
area for an airport to meet the 
requirements of civilian fliers 
and is a needed adjunct to the 
growth of the city. 


HOPE FOR FUTURE 


"We hope,” continued Alworth, 
‘that in time, if the occasion 
arises, we wili be able to take 
over and operate the field on a 
sound financial basis.” 


Mayor Eugene E. Therieau on 
whose shoulders the disposition 
of the field rested heavily for 
some time, was also happy over 
the possible indefinite operation 
of the field by the army. 
“For a considerable length of 
time it looked like the airport 
was going to be dumped right 
into our laps,” smiled the mayor, 
“and the city was not prepared 
financially to take over its opera­ 
tion. At the same time, myself 
and the city council were well 
aware of the importance of the 
air field to the city of Palm 
Springs.” 


TAX PROBLEM 


The mayor continued by point­ 
ing out that if the city had been 
forced to take over the operation 
of the field an inevitable increase 
in taxes would have had to be 
v’oted. 


“The only other alternative,” 
continued 
the 
mayor, 
“would 
have been to lease the field to a 
financially 
important 
private 
concern.” 
The importance of the field to 
the army is easily recognized. 
Military aircraft of the 
army, 
navy and marines, flying from 
eastern and mid-western points 
are sometimes unable to proceed 
any further than the mountains 
to the west and north due to fog 
and bad weather. Then in addi­ 
tion strong head-winds that pre­ 
vail over San Gorgonio Pass have 
of necessity caused fliers to land 
their craft at the field here for 
additional gasoline which their 
airships would consume in “buck­ 
ing” a headwind.
